Tbe sense of gravitation In plants la 
that sense, for example, that makes s 
pine tree grow straight upward. A 
phfot that curve* assumes that position 
because Its sense of gravitation make* 
it take tbe one best suited to its needs. 
Some flower stalks are very curiously 
guided by the gravitation sense. Tbe 
narcissus la nti example. At first there 
Is a straight shaft piercing tbe ground 
with Ks compact pointed flower bud, 
but as the flower opeus tbe stalk bends 
dose to tbe top and brlftga tbe flower 
tube Into u roughly horizontal poMltiun, 
where It shows off Its bright colored 
crown to attract tbe insects, on tbe 
visits ofnvhlOh it depends for fertilisa¬ 
tion. Tbe flowers are guided to tbs 
right position by tbe gravitation sense, 
and they lucresiae or diminish the an¬ 
gular bend in their stalk until tbe 
right position is attained.
